Attorney General Edward H. Lev i u sed the rig ht word 
to describe the latest FBI statistics on seriou s crimes in 
the United States: “Terrify ing .” 
The fig u res released by FBI Director Clarence M. 
Kelley showed that seriou s crime rose 18 percent du ring 
the first three months of 197 5 ov er the same period a y ear 
ag o; forcible rape, u p 4 percent; armed robbery , u p 28 
percent; larceny , u p 19 percent; motor v ehicle theft, u p 6 
percent. The Northeastern states had the larg est in­ 
crease in crim e ; u p 21 percent ov er a y ear ag o. 
Translated into actu al fig u res, and selecting one city at 
random, we find that in Boston, M assachu setts for the 
first three months of this y ear there were 30 mu rders, 98 
rapes, 2,091 robberies, 656 ag g rav ated assau lts, 4,589 
bu rg laries, 4,480 thefts (larceny ), and 6,182 stolen cars.

He foresees the time when a 
ty pical farmer cou ld produ ce 
three million pou nds of hig h- 
protein food a y ear from one 
acre of land-or more accu rately , 
from a one-acre pond abou t one 
and a half feet deep. By con­ 
trast, the same acre of land 
wou ld produ ce only abou t 5,000 
pou nds of a conv entional crop 
su ch as corn. 
The sy stem wou ld be nearly 
self-perpetu ating and cou ld be 
installed v irtu ally any where in 
the world, with no restrictions 
on g eog raphical location and no 
concern abou t the av ailability of 
larg e amou nts of water. 
If 
the 
alg ae ponds were 
located near power plants, two 
additional 
benefits cou ld be 
deriv ed: The warm waste water 
from plant operations cou ld be 
u sed directly in the ponds, and 
carbon diox ide cou ld be ex ­ 
tracted from smoke stack g ases 
and fed to the alg ae. 
As animal feed, alg ae cou ld 
perform 
another 
important 
fu nction. Althou g h a steer wou ld 
retu rn only abou t one-tenth of a 
pou nd of beef for each pou nd of 
alg ae, 
the 
cheapness 
and 
av ailability of this “feed” wou ld 
m ake 
cattle raising more 
economical than the traditional 
feedlot method u sing g rain. 
In addition to its potential as a 
food sou rce, ag ae cou ld also 
su pply larg e amou nts of energ y 
to replace the world’s dwindling 
su pplies of oil and natu ral g as. 
Across the cou ntry in Clev eland, 
Dr. Lester Kramptiz, director of 
the department of microbiolog y 
at 
Case W estern 
Reserv e 
Medical 
School, 
has 
been 
g rowing alg ae and div erting the 
photosy nthetic 
process 
to 
produ ce hy drog en. 
He estimates that the amou nt 
of 
hy drog en 
that cou ld be 
g enerated in an area no larg er 
than 175 by 17 5 miles wou ld be 
enou g h to satisfy the world’s 
needs in the y ear 2000. Hy drog en 
is easier to transport than 
natu ral g as, say s Krampitz, and 
cou ld be accomplished with only 
a 
few 
chang es 
in ex isting 
pipelines. And we cou ld afford to 
be wastefu l then, becau se the 
solar energ y needs to be only 10 
per cent efficient.

cov erag e to the appointment of 
Martin R. Hoffman as the new 
army secretary .

throu g hou t the story . 
This 
u npardonable blooper 
cau sed the g reatest stir since 


My Lai in the Pentag on’s third- 
floor. ou ter “E ” ring , which the 
top Army brass inhabit. They 
cabled u rg ent instru ctions to 
information officers arou nd the 
world. 
“ In 
the 
interest 
of 
professionalism,” sternly stated 
the Army cable, “we pass to y ou 
that a rev iew of some post and 
u nit newspapers ... indicates a 
need for u s all to be aware of the 
proper spelling of the name of 
the new Army Secretary .... 
“Please note that Secretary 
Hoffmann spells his name with 
two (2) f’s and two (2) n’s. His 
complete name is Martin R. 
Hoffmann, repeat, Hoffmann.” 
--Aboard the aircraft carrier 
Saratog a, 
two crewmen ap­ 
parently became bored with the 
peace that had settled ov er the 
warship and sou g ht to enliv en 
the rou tine. The story can best 
be told by qu oting from the 
formal charg es, which were 
filed 
ag ainst them. Airman 
Apprentice Terrence Patrick 
McKee 
and 
Av iation 
Boat­ 
swain’s Mate Mark Edward 
Key lor “did... willfu ly destroy ” 
federal property “by driv ing an 
Aircraft Towing Vehicle with a 
Jet Eng ine Starter Unit off the 
stern of the USS Saratog a.”

If y o u ev er 
g eh the sy stem wo rking , y o u will 
ha v e a n endless so urce o f 
energ y .” 
All of this is v ery long term, of 
cou rse. Mu ch more basic work 
needs to be done in u nlocking the 
secrets

photosy nthesis. 
Howev er, it is no pie-in-the-sky 
concept, say s Krampitz. “Its 
dev elopment shou ld not be v ery 
far down the road.” 
The Los Alamos researchers 
are ev en more optimistic.

CONSTRUCTIVE AND 
INDISPENSABLE 
Mu ch is heard of the ad­ 
v antag es to consu mers which 
flow from so-called “discou nt” 
merchandising . 
Theoretically , 
discou nting cu ts ou t all retailing 
frills su ch as promotion and 
adv ertising . Costs are cu t to the 
bone, 
and 
the sav ing s are 
su pposedly 
passed 
along 
to 
cu stomers. As an innov ativ e 
dev ice, which of itself is a form 
of promotion, discou nting has its 
attraction. Bu t as the practice 
spreads, 
the 
term becomes 
meaning less. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
economics of discou nting often 
take their financial toll for the 
simple reason that the arith­ 
metic of the operation can spell 
red ink on the ledg er for the 
merchant. 
In 
other 
words, 
discou nting is a costly form of 
promotion compared to other 
methods 
of 
attracting 
cu stomers. 
“American 
Dru g g ist 
Mer­ 
chandising ,” a trade pu blication 
of retail dru g firms, discu sses 
the dollars-and-cents side of 
trading 
stam ps 
v ersu s 
discou nting . 
It 
say s, 
“For 
ex ample, to offset the 2 percent 


to 3 percent co6t of stamps, 
retailers mu st increase their 
v olu me by 7 .7 percent In con­ 
trast, the retailer mu st increase 
his sales by 4 0 percent to cov er 
the losses of a 10 percent 
storewide proce redu ction.” The 
pu blication mentions one larg e 
chain store sy stem that aban­ 
doned trading stamps in fav or of 
a total discou nt approach. Sales 
did'increase, bu t only 10 to 15 
percent-far 
less 
than 
was 
needef to cov er the cost of 
discou nting . The g iant firm has 
consequ ently been in seriou s 
financial trou ble. 
This kind of merchandising 
helps neither consu mers nor 
retailers in the long ru n. It 
weakens the ability of the retail 
distribu tion indu stry to carry on 
the mass distribu tion of g oods so 
v ital to the well-being of a nation 
of 200 million people. On the 
other hand, promotion policies 
that streng then the indu stry 
u ltimately mean more efficient 
distribu tion, g reater consu mer 
choice in the marketplace and 
fair 
com petitiv e 
prices. 
Adv ertising 
and 
promotion, 
su ch as trading stamps, are a 
g ood inv estment for both con­ 
su mers and merchants. The 
g rowth of hig h-v olu me, low- 
price 
mass 
m erchandising 
prov ides the hig hest possible 
testimonial to the worth of 
adv ertising and promotion.

Thu s v irtu ally no 
one Of consequ ence in the FBI- 
Ju stice Department Criminal 
Div ision infrastu rctu re believ es 
that Hoffa’s assassination is 
directly tied to 
his power- 
motiv ated 
crav ing 
for 
the 
T e a m s te rs 
B roth e rh ood 
presidency . 
“It’s all in the timing ,” I was 
told. “We solv e that, we’v e g ot 
it made. Why was he killed when 
he was?” * 


Fu rther, the inv estig ators are 
searching for another dead body 
and 
are 
ex pecting 
another 
killing . The first wou ld be one of 
the trio in on the actu al slu g g ing 
and shooting . The other, they 
say , 
cou ld 
be 
Hoffa’s 
old 
body g u ard Chu ck O'Brien, 
“who 
knows too 
mu ch 
for 
somebody ’s comfort 
bu t not 
enou g h really towing u s in.” 
And if any su ch v iolence oc­ 
cu rs, my sou rce adds, 
“We’ll 
break the case since y ou can 
wag er that one or two of the 
others will ru n scared, send a 
lawy er in secretly to neg otiate 
for a chu nk of that big $250.000 
reward and g et u s to chang e his 
identity . Happens frequ ently , 
bu t we will break the case. ” 
Now first, the timing : the 
Teamsters’ 
presidency 
is a 
foreg one conclu sion. Incu mbent 
Frank Fitzsimmons can’t be 
stopped. Hoffa cou ld ju st not 
hav e dev eloped the elig ibility to 
ru n. There was no su ch thing as 
a fav orable cou rt of appeals 
decision “abou t” to come down 
which wou ld 
hav e produ ced 
su ch elig ibility . 
Hoffa was in cou rt on the 
constitu tionality 
of 
the 
presidential conditioned com­ 
mu tation of sentence which kept 
him i ou t 
of labor affairs 
“directly or indirectly .” The 
cou rt 
of 
appeals has been 
considering whether to refer his 
case back to the district cou rt 
for a hearing or a new trial on 
the 
constitu tionality 
issu es. 
Nothing the cou rt of appeals 
cou ld hav e decided wou ld hav e 
wiped ou t the presidential ban 
on Hoffa’s labor activ ity . 
And, if Hoffa has lost in the 
cou rt of appeals as he did qu ite a 
while ag o in the district cou rt, he 
wou ld hav e had to g o to the 
Su preme Cou rt. If he had won, 
he wou ld hav e had to wait for the 
lower cou rt to g et his case on the 
calendar. Then after a long 
while there wou ld hav e been a 
long trial. He wou ld hav e won or 
lost. Bu t then either he or the 
Ju stice Department, acting for 
the President, wou ld hav e taken 
the case back to the cou rt of 
appeals and finally back u p to 
the Su preme Cou rt. 
This wou ld hav e taken sev eral 
y ears, as hav e Hoffa’s cases in 
the past. Fu rther, his little 
known 
second 
commu tation 
appeal, “pending ” with the U. S. 
Pardon Attorney , had not y et 
been acted on or inv estig ated. 
The Pardon Office was waiting 
for a final cou rtdecision before 
it mov e^ on Hoffa’s parallel 


petition for a fu ll u nconditioned 
commu tation. Ev entu ally 
this 
wou ld hav e had to g o to Atty . 
Gen. Lev i and finally to the 
President. 
And by that time the nex t 
rou nd of elections of Teamster 
conv ention 
deleg ates 
in 
Febru ary , March or ApriLwOu ItT 
hav e 
been 
ov er, 
since 
the 
national conclav e is set for nex t 
Ju ne in Las Veg as. 
Holla cou ld not hav e g rabbed 
for Teamsters’ 
presidential 
power throu g h a “nominee” or a 
“su rrog ate” becau se v irtu ally 
all sections of the brotherhood 
hav e officially endorsed Frank 
Fitzsimmons 
and 
Mu rray 
“Du sty ” Miller for reelection as 
g eneral 
president 
and 
secretary - treasu rer respec­ 
tiv ely . This inclu des all fou r 
“conferences" 
(Wester, 
Cen­ 
tral. Sou thern and Eastern), and 
many of the big u nion’s eig ht 
trade 
div isions 
su ch 
as 
warehou se, ov er the road, local 
cartag e etc.. and many district 
cou ncils. And the key reg ional 
local leaders. 
So,

presidency wasn’t the prize, 
what 
was 
it, 
the Ju stice 
Department people ask. There 
are, 
of 
cou rse, 
the 
mu lti­ 
million- dollar wheeling and 
dealing and finders' fees 
swirling arou nd the $1.4 billion 
Chicag o- based Central States, 
Sou theast 
and 
Sou thwest 
pension fu nd. Hoffa was brain 
deep in that. Bu t the fu nd has 
been 
more 
thorou g hly in­ 
v estig ated than any thing since 
John Kennedy ’s assassination 
(which brou g ht so mu ch ofmu ch 
satisfaction to Hoffa that he 
threatened to mau l the two 
officials who shu t down the 
Teamsters Washing ton national 
headqu arters and pu t the flag at 
half mast the afternoon of Nov . 
22, 
1963, 
when Jimmy was 
national president bu t in Florida 
at the moment). 
Actu ally these probes hav e 
produ ced ex citing inv estig ativ e 
copy bu t few 
conv ictions, 
becau se u ntil recently there ju st 
hasn’t been any tou g h pension 
protection law. There is now 
u nder 
the 
new 
Employ ee 
Retirement Income Secu rity Act 
(ERISA). Bu t its secu rity staff 
is still small. Good au ditors at 
federal salaries are hard to 
recru it.

THE RISING 
CRIME RATE 
Attorney General Edward H. Levi used the right word 
to describe the latest FBI statistics on serious crimes in 
the United States: “Terrifying.” 
The figures released by FBI Director Clarence M. 
Kelley showed that serious crime rose 18 percent during 
the first three months of 1975 over the sam e period a year 
ago; forcible rape, up 4 percent; armed robbery, up 28 
percent; larceny, up 19 percent; motor vehicle theft, up 6 
percent. The Northeastern states had the largest in­ 
crease in crime ; up 21 percent over a year ago. 
Translated into actual figures, and selecting one city at 
random, we find that in Boston, Massachusetts for the 
first three months of this year there were 30 murders, 98 
rapes, 2,091 robberies, 656 aggravated assaults, 4,589 
burglaries, 4,480 thefts (larceny), and 6,182stolen cars. 
The authorities admit that these reported crimes are 
much less than the actual number committed; for 
example, many cases of rape, or theft, or assault, etc., 
are simply not reported. 
Attorney Geneal Levi gve the usual explanations for 
the crime increase; the need to improve our criminal 
justice system, the court practice of downgrading 
charges from felonies to misdemeanors, the fact that 
two-thirds of all persons arrested 
repeaters , and so 
forth. 
One statistic we did not see mentioned was the fact that 
the increase in crime in the United States during the last 
decade hs been accompanied by a marked decrease in 
church affiliation and attendance. Is there a 
con­ 
nection .. We think there is. 
To put it another way: although the “experts” collect 
all sorts of figures to show the economic background of 
the criminal,or his geographical location, age, and color 
of skin, apparently no record is kept of church affiliation 
or attendance. Does anyone collect or tabulate such 
information 
We wil hazard the guess that if this were done, the 
record would show that the crimes of rape, murder, 
assault, burglary, and car theft are much less among 
those who are active participants in church affairs - 
whether Protestant, Jewish, or Catholic. 
And if this should prove to be true, then would it not 
follow that parents who wish their children not be 
become criminals should enroll them promptly in a local 
Sunday or church school .

ALGAE A STH E 
WORLD’S FUT U R E 
BREADBASKET 
One of nature’s most basic 
processes-photosynthesis-and 
one of its most prim itive life 
forms-algae-may hold the key to 
solving advanced civilization’s 
most pressing problem—how to 
provide the future food and 
energy 
needs of the world’s 


burgeoning population. 
The potential of algae as a 
food supply or dietary sup­ 
plem ent 
has 
long 
been 
recognized, but recent advanced 
in the laboratory culture of the 
organism have m ade it possible 
to grow algae many times faster 
than nature does under ordinary 
conditions. 
Scientists 
at 
the 
University of California’s Los 
Alam os, 
N.M. 
scientific 
laboratory 
have manipulated 
various 
genetically 
altered 
strains of algae to produce a 
nutritional balance of essential 
p ro te in s , 
c a rb o h y d ra te s , 
vitamins and trace minerals. 
According to biologist Victor 
Kollman of the laboratory, the 
capability on feeding thousands 
of times more people than the 
world’s present population of 
over four billion by using just 
one per cent of the world’s land 
is available today. 
He foresees the time when a 
typical farm er could produce 
three million pounds of high- 
protein food a year from one 
acre of land-or more accurately, 
from a one-acre pond about one 
and a half feet deep. By con­ 
trast, the same acre of land 
would produce only about 5,000 
pounds of a conventional crop 
such as corn. 
The system would be nearly 
self-perpetuating and could be 
installed virtually anywhere in 
the world, with no restrictions 
on geographical location and no 
concern about the availability of 
large amounts of water. 
If 
the 
algae 
ponds 
were 
located near power plants, two 
additional 
benefits 
could 
be 
derived: The warm waste water 
from plant operations could be 
used directly in the ponds, and 
carbon dioxide could be ex­ 
tracted from smoke stack gases 
and fed to the algae. 
As animal feed, algae could 
perform 
another 
important 
function. Although a steer would 
return only about one-tenth of a 
pound of beef for each pound of 
algae, 
the 
cheapness 
and 
availability of this “ feed” would 
m ake 
cattle 
raising 
m ore 
economical than the traditional 
feedlot method using grain. 
In addition to its potential as a 
food source, agae could also 
supply large amounts of energy 
to replace the world’s dwindling 
supplies of oil and natural gas. 
Across the country in Cleveland, 
Dr. Lester Kramptiz, director of 
the departm ent of microbiology 
at 
Case 
W estern 
R eserve 
M edical 
School, 
has 
been 
growing algae and diverting the 
photosynthetic 
process 
to 
produce hydrogen. 
He estim ates that the amount 
of 
hydrogen 
that 
could 
be 
generated in an area no larger 
than 175 by 175 miles would be 
enough to satisfy the world’s 
needs in the year 2000. Hydrogen 
is 
easier 
to 
transport 
than 
natural gas, says Krampitz, and 
could be accomplished w ith only 
a 
few 
changes 
in 
existing 
pipelines. And we could afford to 
be wasteful then, because the 
solar energy needs to be only 10 
percent efficient.

have been nine major conflicts, 
which lasted a grand total of 40 
years.

preparing for the next war. 
The men-at-arms have whiled 
aw ay 
all 
this 
idle 
tim e, 
sometimes usefully, more often 
wastefully, 
conducting 
paper 
wars, madcap maneuvers and 
other inane projects. 
With the close of the Vietnam 
War, the troops once again are 
at loose ends, the fighting men 
have no one to fight, the bom­ 
bers no place to bomb, the 
missiles no targets to miss. 
From our Pentagon notebook, 
here are a few episodes from 
this millennial military world: 
- The military auditors have 
discovered, 
here and 
there, 
some loose cash which m ust be 
spent, 
of 
course, 
before 
congressional critics get the 
idea that the defense budget is 
too fat. 
On the shores of Waikiki, they 
are diverting PX profits into a 
fabulous $20 million m ilitary 
“ resort.” It will be called “ Hale 
Koa” which, in the Hawaiian 
tongue, 
m eans 
“ House 
of 
W arriors.” 
Meanwhile, 
the 
adm irals, 
eager to do their part, have 
issued contracts to “ study the 
drinking 
practices 
of 
Navy 
personnell” and to effect “ the 
roundup and removal of ap­ 
proximately 5,000 feral goats 
and approximately 800 feral 
pigs” from San Clemente island 
off the California coast.From 
the last contract, happily, the 
Navy is recovering $1.50 for 
each pig and goat that can be 
corralled.

the Army cable, “we pass to you 
that a review of some post and 
unit newspapers ... indicates a 
need for us all to be aw are of the 
proper spelling of the name of 
the new Army Secretary ... 
“ Please note that Secretary 
Hoffmann spells his nam e with 
two (2) f’s and two (2) n’s. His 
complete name is Martin R 
Hoffmann, repeat. Hoffmann.” 
-A board the aircraft carrier 
Saratoga, 
two crewmen ap­ 
parently became bored with the 
peace that had settled over the 
warship and sought to enliven 
the routine. The story can best 
be told by quoting from the

Apprentice Terrence 
Patrick

- A military contract, like a 
snowball rolling downhill, tends 
to grow and grow.

This prodigious flow of money 
to Universal was not enough,

CONSTRUCTIVE AND 
INDISPENSABLE 
Much is heard of the ad­ 
vantages to consumers which 
flow from so-called “discount” 
merchandising. 
Theoretically, 
discounting cuts out all retailing 
frills such as promotion and 
advertising. Costs are cut to the 
bone, 
and 
the savings 
are 
supposedly 
passed 
along 
to 
customers. As an innovative 
device, which of itself is a form 
of promotion, discounting has its 
attraction But as the practice 
spreads, 
the 
term 
becomes 
meaningless. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
economics of discounting often 
take their financial toll for the 
simple reason that the arith­ 
metic of the operation can spell 
red ink on the ledger for the 
m erchant. 
In 
other 
words, 
discounting is a costly form of 
promotion compared to other 
m ethods 
of 
a ttra c tin g 
customers. 
“American 
Druggist 
Mer­ 
chandising,” a trade publication 
of retail drug firms, discusses 
the dollars-and-cents side of 
trading 
stam ps 
versus 
discounting. 
It 
says, 
“ For 
example, to offset the 2 percent 


to 3 percent cost of stam ps, 
retailers must increase their 
volume by 7 7 percent. In con­ 
trast, the retailer must increase 
his sales by 40 percent to cover 
the losses 
of a 
10 percent 
storewide proce reduction.” The 
publication mentions one large 
chain store system that aban­ 
doned trading stamps in favor of 
a total discount approach. Sales 
did'Increase, but only 10 to 15 
percent-far 
less 
than 
was 
needef to cover the cost of 
discounting. The giant firm has 
consequently been in serious 
financial trouble. 
This kind of merchandising 
helps neither consumers nor 
retailers in the long run. It 
weakens the ability of the retail 
distribution industry to carry on 
the m ass distribution of goods so 
vital to the well-being of a nation 
of 200 million people. On the 
other hand, promotion policies 
that strengthen the industry 
ultimately mean more efficient 
distribution, greater consumer 
choice in the m arketplace and 
fair 
com petitive 
prices. 
Advertising 
and 
promotion, 
such as trading stamps, are a 
good investment for both con­ 
sum ers and merchants. 
The 
growth of high-volume, 
low- 
price 
m ass 
m erchandising 
provides the highest possible 
testimonial 
to the worth of 
advertising and promotion.

WASHINGTON - Truly deep 
inside the Justice Department, 
where crim inal intelligence is 
quietly analyzed, the belief is 
that 
the solution to Jim m y 
Hoffa’s m urder is in the timing 
of “ the hit.” Thus virtually no 
one of consequence in the FBI- 
Justice Department Criminal 
Division infrasturcture believes 
that Hoffa’s assassination is 
directly 
tied 
to 
his 
power- 
motivated 
craving 
for 
the 
T e a m s te r s 
B ro th e rh o o d 
presidency. 
“ It’s all in the timing,” I was 
told. "We solve that, we've got 
it made. Why was he killed when 
he w as?” ’ 


Further, the investigators are 
searching for another dead body 
and 
are 
expecting 
another 
killing. The first would be one of 
the trio in on the actual slugging 
and shooting. The other, they 
say. 
could 
be 
Hoffa’s 
old 
bodyguard 
Chuck 
O’Brien, 
"who

But then either he or the 
Justice Department, acting for 
the President, would have taken 
the case back to the court of 
appeals and finally back up to 
the Supreme Court. 
This would have taken several 
years, as have Hoffa’s cases in 
the past. 
Further, his little

Pardon Attorney, had not yet 
been acted on or investigated. 
The Pardon Office was waiting 
for a final court decision before

And by that time the next

DEAR DR. LAMB - Is there 
anything else that a person 
could drink that is hot besides 
water to keep warm? It is not 
cold enough to put the heaters 
going, so I drink coffee or tea, 
and then I have to go to the 
bathroom in a hurry. This gets 
to be a problem on the way 
home from town. Is the coffee 
injuring my kidneys? 
I don’t know how much I 
drink, but it is quite a bit, and I 
have to cut out coffee before 
and after dinner or else I don’t 
sleep. 
I am now on Stelazine, Dilan­ 
tin and Navane. 
D EA R R E A D E R - Y o u r 
letter reminds me of my ex­ 
perience in a city hospital clinic 
atten d ed 
by 
a well-known 
medical university staff. I kept 
seeing patients who came to the 
clinic because they had burning 
in the pit of the stomach and ul­ 
cer symptoms. After they had 
been extensively studied they 
were put on tranquilizers. No 
one asked them if they drank 
coffee or how much. Usually 
they were washing their tran­ 
quilizers down with coffee. 
Since coffee contains caffeine, 
a powerful brain stimulant, the 
two counteracted each other. 
Often these people recovered 
entirely afte r they stopped 
coffee and threw away the 
tran q u ilizers. The stom ach 
symptoms were caused by the 
coffee. 
No, coffee is not injuring your 
kidneys It does stimulate the 
kidneys to act, and the amount 
of liquid you drink does the rest. 
All th a t w a te r has to go 
somewhere, and the principal 
way of eliminating it is through 
the kidneys 
You might not need those 
medicines you are taking or in 
such quantity if you give up 
coffee entirely, which I strong­ 
ly recommend in your case The 
drugs have the opposite actions

interesting, 
sometimes rewarding, thrilling 
and most of all dangerous! At 
least, it has been for The Daily 
Standard sports editor. 
I put in always two years in 
the role of investigative reporter 
- delving into the drug use in 
Southeast 
Missouri; 
probing 
irregularities in the New Madrid 
County Sheriffs department; 
and investigating the brutal 
murder of Kennett socialite Lee 
Ann Garrison. A few other ar­ 
ticles I did apparently upset 
some political figures. 
During that brief 19-month 
period, I received over a dozen 
threatening phone calls, was run 
off the road by unknown per­ 
sons, 
followed by law en­ 
forcement authorities with their 
lights out and had my wixfehieki 
shot out and my house and car 
broken into to make it in­ 
teresting. Oh, yes, Tve also been 
arrested and am involved in 
some lawsuits in connection 
with some of the incidents. 
If that isn’t enough to turn a 
young man into an old one. .. I 
don’t know what is. I’m not 
saying I’m old, but I sure feel 
like I’ve aged during that 
period. 
I’ve returned to full-time 
sports now and have just begun 
to loosen up from the tenseness 
that built up during that time. 
The most interesting case, 
without a doubt, was the in­ 
vestigation of the Sept. 8, 1974, 
Dunklin County murder of Mrs. 
Garrison, in which her former 
husband, 
Dr. 
Norman 
A. 
Garrison Jr. of Corinth, Miss., 
has been charged. And it’s this 
case that has given and con­ 
tinues to give me many sleepless 
nights. 
Anyone familiar with the case 
knows that lawsuits have been 
bouncing back and forth in both 
Mississippi and Missouri in 
connection with Dr. Garrison 
and his fight against extradition 
to Missouri to stand trial for 
murder. 
Dr. Garrison was ordered 
released in January after 
judge’s ruling following a 
habeus corpus hearing over­ 
turned Mississippi Gov. Bill 
Waller’s 
extradition 
order. 
That decision is currently being 
appealed to the Mississippi 
Supreme Court. The three-day 
hearing brought out a lot of 
evidence but left some questions 
unanswered on both sides. 
The prosecution stated before 
and after the hearing that much 
more 
evidence 
could 
be 
produced to prove the doctor’s 
guilt and that it had disclosed 
only what had already been 
known about the case: (1)) the 
bloody fingerprint and (2) the 
bloody footprint. 
The prosecution contended 
that the hearing should not have 
dealt with evidence that would 
prove guilt or innocence but only 
evidence to establish probable 
cause.

I teamed with Mark Geers of 
Malden - a Daily Standard 
correspondent at that time - to 
author a three-part series on the 
murder, then provided a lot of 
information to defense attorney 
John B. Farese of Ashland, 
Miss., in exchange for an in­ 
terview with the doctor an some 
information pertaining to his 
defense. I also sold the attorney 


some pictures of the house, 
fence and other items of in­ 
terest. 
It turned out, however, that 
what Geers and 1 had come up 
with in our inquiry into the 
Killing and my later work on die 
case has, in Farese’s words. . . 
“proved 
the 
doctor’s 
in­ 
nocence.” 
I continue to work on the case 
in my spare time. Geers is now a 
reported for The Daily Dunklin 
Democrat in Kennett, a position 
he accepted shortly after 
publication of our three-part 
series. Shortly after this, I was 
taken off investigation of the 
case by the Standard. 
A week before the scheduled 
habeus corpus hearing in 
December, which was later 
postponed until January, I was 
asked by a man claiming to be 
Charles Wilson, brother of Mrs. 
Garrison, to work as an in­ 
vestigator for the Wilson family. 
The offer was made in a 
telephone conversation. 
At first I refused, telling him 
that I would not help him if he 
wanted to convict the doctor. 
But he insisted and, after a 
rather lengthy conversation, I 
agreed to his offer. 
I theorized that I was no 
longer associated with the case 
as far as the paper was con­ 
cerned and had no agreement 
with Dr. Garrison or his at­ 
torney to work for them and that 
the information I had might 
change the minds of those who 
insisted the doctor was guilty. 
Then, too, there was Wilson’s 
offer to pay me well for the 
information already uncovered 
and to work as an investigator. 
So I traveled to Southaven, 
Miss., on a Sunday and spent 
seven hours with Charles 
Wilson, 
special prosecutor 
Robert Gilder, private detective 
Renfro Hayes and a court 
reporter who taped and took 
notes of items I presented to the 
group through tapes and my own 
notes. 
At the end of the meeting I was 
given an assignment in Kennett 
the next day and was asked to 
serve as sort of a “double 
agent.” They also gave me a list 
of certain items they wanted me 
to obtain from Dr. Garrison or 
his attorney. I met two of their 
people in Kennett the following 
Monday and was with them until 
late that night, attempting to 
interview persons with whom 
Mark and I had previously 
talked. 
This was the time when I took 
on the role as a double agent and 
almost got rubbed out. Shortly 
after returning from Mississippi 
and the January hearing, my 
windshield was shot out. It was 
at the hearing that Charles 
Wilson and his assistants gave 
me the feeling that they were 
dissatisfied with me. I then told 
Dr. Garrison’s attorney the 
whole story. 
But it could have happened 
earlier, 
many 
investigators 
believe, if I hadn’t moved from 
Parma to Sikeston. A man 
arrested in Tennessee with what 
was believed to be the Garrison 
murder weapon, lived only a 
couple blocks away from my 
home in Parma and was seen 
numerous times passing my 
house. 
One week before moving, 
someone broke into the house 
and ransacked it, taking only 
some exposed film and notes on 
the Garrison murder case. It 
wasn’t until after this man, 
Holbert Goodman, had been 
arrested that I realized where 
the missing items had gone. 
Goodman had been released a 
month after the killing and 
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demonstration. On the day of the 
school she is busy preparing the 
recipes to be demonstrated.
